THERE JS CHOLERA IN THE SUL 
TAN’S HOLY WELL. 


fhe Horrible Plague Spot at Mecca Which 
spreads Contagion All Over the Civile 
ized World and Is Now the Seat of a 
Fresh Outbreak. 

It cholera appears in thie country this 
gummer, or, in fact, in any portion of 
Europe, the civilized world will have the 
Sultan of Turkey to thank for the scourge. 
The Holy Well of Zem-Zem, in Mecca, is the 
fountain-head of cholera. From this vile 
polluted weil come the germs which the 
pilgrims and religious fanatics carry away 
with them and spread over the earth. 

The powers of Europe have demanded 
that the barbarian monarch of Turkey put 
an end to these religious pilgrimages and 
cleanse the aged well of Zem-Zem. But the 
mere suggestion of this very reasonabe, 
sanitary measure has raised such 4 how} 
fromthe holy men and prophets of Mahomet 
who conduct the pilgrimages and preserve 
all the traditions and filth of the holy well, 
that the Sultan dares not interfere with 
them. It was here at Mecca that the 
holy men wrought up the pilgrims to 
such a pitch of religious frenzy that 
they attacked and killed the foreign 
Consuls, And the first move towards 
purifying the ancient weil is expected to 
result in the massacre ot every foreign 


resident. 
CHOLERA IN MECCA NOW. 


In view of these things, the possibility 
of another outbreak of cholera, whether it 
comes this summer or next, threatens the 
entire civilized world. Mecca is a busy 
city, near the Red Sea, anda not iucon- 
siderable percentage of the traffic of the 
world brushes past it. Fleets from all 
nations pases through the Suez Canal. 
Hardly a more terrible place could have 
been found for the seeds of disease to ripen: 
The danger is particularly great because 
m June 4 the pilgrims who worship 
Mahcmet began to pour in. Maddened by 
‘eligions enthusiasm, by fanatical hopes, 
they sought, regardicss of law and regula 
tion,to kiss the sacred black stone that lies 
For eleven days they re- 
mained in the city. Cholera has spread 
from Mecca before, but not seriously, and 
not eufliciently to occasion any alarm. This 
has been because, when the pilgrims have 
arrived at Mecca hitherto,tbe city has been 
quite free from disease. But Mecca is 
now in the throes of cholera. Ase the 
number of pilgrims this year will not be far 
from 100,000, the possibilities of its apread 
are terrifying. 

On June 15 the pilgrims began to scatter 
to India, to Africa, to Persia and to every 
province of Turkey. Many of tnem will 
return home in transports, herded together 
like swine. These transports, owned 1D 
the main by kings of commerce who expect 
a fat interest rate, will, as soon as they 
have delivered their human freight, slip 
away toother ports in search of fresh 
cargoes. In this the great danger of the 
transmission of cholera lies. There is no 
reagon to helieve that the transports will be 
properly fumigated. Nor, save in a single 
instance, have preparations been made tor 
& proper quarantine at the ports in which 
she travel-stained and dirty Mussulmans 
will arrive. 

PRECAUTIONS IN ALGERIA. 


That single instance is Algeria, on the 
boundaries of which all precautions are 
being taken for stamping out the disease 
and for preventing itscoming. The French 
colonial Government in Algeria has been 
diligently examining p:lgrins and has 
allowed only those to embark who have 
been given certificates, and each pilgrim 
who started was obliged to deposit with 
the authorities 1,000 francs as a guarantee 
fund to be used for the suppor! of his 
family in case anything should happen to 
him. The effec: of the measure ix shown 
n the fact that only 209 Algerian Mussul- 
mans have startedon thepresent pilgrimage, 
as against fully five times that number 
in 1893. / 

But French Algeria, unfortunately, is 
only an infinitesmial link in the great 
pilgrimage. Among the hordes of adorers 
at the shrine of Mahomet there 1s no law 
of quarantine prevailing, no sanitary meas- 
ores have been taken ; no precautions have 
even been thought of. That the menace is 

‘not exaggerated can be seen from the 
spread of cholera in Mecca in 1893. Cholera 
did not exist there that year before the 

ilgrims arrived. This summer, however, 

fore even a single pilgrim appeared 
cholera raged toa frightful extent. But 
nevertheless, in 1893, the estimated mor- 
tality was 40,000 ont of a total of 100,000, 
this number not including those who died 
aboard the transport ships or in the 
caravansonthe march. The total mortality

NEVER BB TOLD. 

To the Mahometan all this danger is as 
nothing. Jf he succeeds ‘in arriving at 
Mecca and kissing the stone that to him is 
the centre of the world, he becomesa Hadgi, 
and is hailed by those who have not had 
his good-fortune as @ most upright, a most 
holy, a most distinguished man. If he dies, 
it matters not he has done his duty to 
Mahomet and his future issecured. Despite 
the rapid Chrietianizing of the Ottoman 
Empire and the spread of European civil- 
ization from the East, quite as many 
prostrate themselves before Mahomet's 
grave as did half a century ago. 

A clever French statistician has estimated 
that the average mortality in a pilgrimage 
is 20 per cent.,even when there is no plague. 
When cholera strikes, the death average 
rises to fully 50 per cent. Little news of 
these horrors leake out to the civilized 
world, tor the reason that few Europeans 
penetrate into Mecca at these times. Only 
three Frenchmen, five Englishmen and one 
Itaiian have made the trip. The French- 
men were Charles Hubert, Leon Koche and 
Coutellemone, Hubert was assassina 
within the gates of Mecca. The English- 
men were Joseph Pitts, of Exeter, who 
saw the ceremony in 1678 ; Burckhardt, the 
Oriental traveller, who witnessed :t in 1814 ; 
Rickard Burton, of the Bombay Army, ‘n 
1853 ; Dr. Bickneil, in 1862, and Keane, a 
steamship officer, in 1880. The Italian 
made his trip in 1503. 

The raason so few have seen these cere- 
monies is said that it is necessary to visit 
them in the most abeolute disguise, no un- 
believer being permitted within tae sacred

The horrors ot the cholera that in 1893 
attacked Mecca and ite seaport, Djeddah 
(Jidda), for \ecca is really an iniand town, 
aredifficultto picture. Dr, Le Grand, who 
was in the region at that time, states that 
the country was covered with ‘“‘hills of 
corpses,” and that ‘unless you looked up 
you would see corpses on every hand.” 
Graves 80 feet long, 50 feet wide and 17 
feet deep were dug, and the bodies were 
thrown into them without ceremony. One 
of these graves would be filled in half a day. 
Sufficient burial officers could not be found, 
and the Turkish Guverninent recruited 
1,000 Soudanese purely for burying. This 
corps did not prove effective, for within a 
week half of ite number was taken down 
with the scourgey 

Of a terribie and a strange picturesque: 
ness were some of the details. The Ottoman 
officers coolly put up the bodies of the 
dead, and, to their everlasting shame, the 
bodics of those approaching death, at 
auction, the sale giving the privilege of 
rifling the garments, the only stipulation 
being that the corpses should be taken 
outside the city wails and buried. The 
pirates of the desert paid goodly sume fcr 
the privileges granted when it is considered 
that before the bodies were taken out for 
auctioning the ¢rafty officers stripped them 
of their most important valuables. They 
were then sold with the well known 
commercial condition attached, ‘‘As they 
are,” which means, “‘without examination.”

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Health in Our Homes. 


Those who are responsible for homes 
cannot be too careful of the health of their 
‘inmates, writes a correspordent, Some 
| homes that I know of are positively dan- 
'gerous. Butit on low, swampy land shut 
in by trees and hedges, everything is damp 
and chill avout them. Fungous growths 
| flourish on the roof and sides of the house,

diphtheria, every year one of the family 


has a fever of typhoid nature, and common 
coids are as prevalent as storms. In some 
houses drain pipes are allowed to leak in 
the basement. Stagnant water from the 
| sewers, and the dampness coming in slowly 
| through the wall, act in concert to destroy 
the lives of our loved ones. Often does 
the enemy approach so insidiously that you 
do not suspect the danger until it is too 
| late. Frequent examinations of vaulte and 
cisterns and- ceijlars will usually cause 
these lurking dangere to be abolished. 
Sometimes the walis of rooms are them- 
| selves disease breeders. Even when the 
| paper iteelf is free from poison, the paste 
| with which 1t is put on affords an excellent 
home for the minute orgaaiems which pro- 
duce certain diseases. Uften the danger is 
multiplied by paper being repeatedly laid 
on over the old layers of paste and paper. 
This should never be done. When new 
paper is to be pvt on theold should be torn 
off and the walls neatly cleansed with soap 
or ammonia and water.

But whether or not one has a trained 
nuree you can help the doctor through a 
epell of sickness by remembering this little 
sentence: In ali diseases first find out 
what part of the body is affected by the 
disease. Ifthe troubleis an acute one, 
give those parte rest from the excretion of 
food. If chronic, exercise, For example, 
in case of scarlet fever when the kidneys 
and skin are affected, give those two parts 
absolute rest and the patient will recover 
before yon know it almost. I have had 
162 cases of scarlet fever and never dreaded 
one so long as the nurse was in the room to 
follow directions about the patient’s diet 
and the mother was out of the room. 

In cases of consumption give foods that 
will cause the lungs to exercise, such as 
pure oil taken with the meals when it can 
be digested. 

In pneumonia give the lungs a rest and 
let the patient have beef tea and milk. 

In gout drink quantities of pure water, 
two or three quarts a day, and cut off the 
red meats, eggs and potatoes. Do not 
drink tea or coifee or take any stimulants; 
nor eat lemons or orengee.

It is constructed of the 
gray Mecca stone, in large blocks of differ- 
ent sizes joined together in a very rough 
manner and with bad cement. At the 
northeast corner of the Kaaba, near the 
door, is the famous ‘ black stone;’ it forms 
a part of thesharp angle of the building 
at four or five feet above the ground. It 
is an irregular oval of about seven inches in 
diameter, with an undulating surface, com- 
posed of about a dozen smaller stones of 
ditferent sizes and shapes, weil joined to- 
gether with a small quantity of cement and 
perfectly smooth. It looks as if the whote 
had been broken into many pieces bya 
violent blow, and then united again. It 
is very difficult to determine accurately 
the quality of this stone, which has been 
worn by the million of touches and kirees 
it has received. It appeared to me like a 
lava, containing several small, extraneous 
particles of a whitish and of a yellowish 
substance. Its color is now of a deep red- 
dish brown approaching to black. oth 
the border and the stone itself are encir- 
cled by a silver band, broader below than 
above. The lower part of the border is 
atudded with silver nails,”

WAR ON GRASSHOPPERS. 


MACHINES AND MICROBES USED TO} 


EXTERMINATE THEM. 


A New Contrivance in Minnesota that 
Kills Hundreds of Millions ef the 
Pests Daily. but Crops s¢iil Threatencd 
by Inealeulable Berdes. 

Farmers through Minnesota, and indeed 
the entire Northwest, are watching with 
great interest the progress of the war waged 
by Prof. Otto Lugger, State Entomologist 
of Minnesota, against two species of grass- 
hoppers which are becoming uncomiortabiy 
numerous in certain sections of the State. 
There is every reason for them to manifest 
the deepest concern as to the outcome of 
the contest, for upon the failures or success 
Of the efforts of the State’s official bug 
slayer toexterminate the peste depends 
the making or marring of the fortunes of 
many, and in a measure the prosperity of 
the agricultural and stock-raising region 
of the Northwest. The two apecies causing 
alarm are the White Mountain or migratory 
and the California hoppers. The latter 
are the larger species, but they are not so 
formidable as the other, as they do not 
multiply so rapidly. The migratory hoppers 
are very firs: creatures,and furthermore 
are exceedingly hardy, thriving apparentl 
aa weil on the toughest wehidkr oa ween 
tender grasses, 

At present the authorized executioner of 
bugs had a decided advantage over his 
miniature foes, though the latter outnumber 
him by

for they have no means of defence except 
their little hop, while he has the ‘thopper- 
dozer.” This isan exceedingly ingen:ous 
contrivance, designed especially for war on 
the grasshoppers. In appearance it con- 
veys suggestion of a lawn mower, @ cat- 
tigged sailboat, and a big tin dustpan. 
The last is suggested by the body of the 
dozer, which is a trough of tin or sheet iron, 
eight feet long, two feet wide, and eight 
inches deep. It is mounted on wheels at 
either end, and has along the front edge a 
wide flange of tin, the front edge of which 
reachea within abont three inches of the 
ground, It is propelled ‘from behind with | 
a double handle like that of a lawn mower, | 
and between the handle and the main body | 
rises a wall of white canvas. This wall | 
may be extended by side wings, slanted 
forward, to head off any of the more wary 
hoppers who may direct their brief hope 
away from the rear wali and: toward life 
and liberty. 

There is nothing formidable to the hop- | 
per in the canvas wall in itself. The email 
creatures might butt their heads against it 
all day and suffer no harm. It is on the 
rebound from the wall that the hoppers get | 
the full benefit of the dozer by falling back | 
into the sheet iron trough. Thie is kept | 
about half full of a cheap grade of coal; 
oil, a touch of which is certain death to the , 
insect peste. The hoppers that become: 
immersed in the fluid die almost instantly, 
while thoee that succeed in hopping out,

The growth of the grasshopper pest in: 
Minnesota has been gradual during the 
last three years. The first season they | 
were noticed in the Red River Valley and | 
the Pine and Chicago counties, where they 
are now the most numerous. They were 
very few in number and caused no alarm. 
They planted their eggs and the next sea- | 
son there were more of them. This season 
there are countless millions, and in the 
sections in which they have been bred they 
threaten the absolute destruction of the 
crops unless they reach their full growth. 
They are now little more than half an inch 
in length, and it will be four weeksor 
more before they have attained their 
growth and are able to fly. Within that 
time the campaign of the entomologist 
must be completed. 

In the sections mentioned there are row 
400 hopper-dozers at wirk. Each machine 
catchesan average of ai out two and a half 
bushels a day, and the hoppers run about 
80,000 to the bushel. Itis estimated that 
the hoppers carried off in the machines 
number not more than one fifth of the entire 
numter destroyed. The balance hop out 
to die later. Thus it will be seen that about 
400,000,000 hoppers daily fall victimes to the 
400 hopper-dozers. More: machines are 
being built, and the State officials are en- 
couraging the farmers to carry on the fight 
with energy by promising to reimburse 
them for any expense they may incur. It 
is hoped by Prof. Lugger that the peste will 
be so nearly exterminated thie season that 
it will be a comparatively easy matter to 
complete the work next summer by making 
an early start.

Dont Sell Good Breeding Stock for 
Meat. 


e outlook for ive stock ia encouraging 
| more especially for animals of the meat 
king classes. Fora long time these

»the fact that, notwithstanding the

trem. It is important, therefore, in view 
of the good demand for meat producing 
animals at the present time, and of the 
probable continuance of the same, that 
every one who has good breeding females, 
young or old, should be careful of the dis- 
potal which he makes of them, 

“Of course, there is a cless of animals 
trom which we should never breed, When 


meat is low, such animals are not likely to 
be retained for breeding. The danger that 
they shall beso kept only existe when 
meat is dear; hence, when we urge our 
farmera to be careful not to hastily dispose 
of good breeding stocks at the present time, 
we have no reference to inferior animals, 
At no time should they be spared to breed 
irom, 

The temptation is very strong to sell 
yood animals when meatis dear, The 
butcher does not want the inferior so much 
as he wants the good, and it isthe good 
snimals which he wishea to buy. Ivis for 
these that the tempting offer is made, and 
it as to withstand thepressure which he 
brings to get such animals that the farmer 
thould be ready with a resolute No. If the 
best are sold atany time, improvement is 
mpossible ; therefore, except when the 
very strongest reasons are offered for the 
step, the best should not be sold, 

There has been a strong tendency during 
recent years to cut down the size of the 
flocks of aheep on the part of many breeders, 
ind naturally so. It is always so whea 

rices fall. Butsheep are likely to improve. 
ihey are almost certain to improve. Par- 
ticular care should be exercised, therefore, 
with reference to the disposal of ewe lambs, 
in the near future this ae of stock should 
bring fair prices, so far as we can judge by 
present indications. 

It is somewhat surprising how high and 
iow prices for different kinds of stock 
work,.aa it were, inoycles. For a number 
of years one line of produce will be low, 
aud there isno accounting forthe fact. It 
will then quite suddenly take a spurt up- 
ward when people are least expecting it, 
aud the reasons will not be any more 
apparent for the sudden rise in price than 
for the sudden fall. A year ago no one had 
the courage to predict that beef would rise 
eo quickly, but it has risen, and judging 
by the present indications, it will continue 
up for some time. It may be that these 
changes are the outcome of decreased pro- 
duction caused by the continuance of low 
prices foratime. If so, the prices for beef 
are likely to continue good for some time 
to come, as the supply of beef can not be 
increased in one year as can the supply of 
some other producte., 

The mistake should be shunned by pur- 
chasers of investing in animals of inferior 
development because the prices which rule 
for the beat of that particular class of stock 
are high. The danger here is always con- 
siderable. When meat tells iow man 
people will not invest in meat producing 
sires at all, but when meat is dear they wiil 
have sires, even though they have to take 
poor ones, 

Such a desire, however, should not be 
pandered to by the breeders of pure-bred 
stock, It can only react against the busi- 
nesain theend, They should not sell such 
animals to any eave thoee who will turn 
them into meat. The meat-making interests 
have suffered immensely in this way iv the 
past ; hence, when we advise farmers to be 
careful, in view. of the brightening future, 
as to the disposal which they shall make of 

their breeding stocks, we also urge upon 
them to retain no animals for breeding not 
up to @ certain standard, 


Keep the Lambs Growing. 


The lambe should not be neglected during 
the summer season, even if haying and har- 
vesting do call for most of our attention 
during that period, If we want to push 
our la nba along,it will pay us to feed them 
« hutle grain every day, At first, they 
may be fed along with the ewes, if they do 
no* seem inclined to eat the grain ; but 
once they have taken to it, they can be fed 
alone.

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TAILORS’ STRIKE. 


More Tham Sixicen Thonsand Persons Out 
in New Vork—Riotingsand Bloodshed. 


A despatch from New York, says:—The 
long-expected strike of the Brotherhood of 
Tailors is on in earnest. More than 16,000 
persons engaged in the making ot coats of 
all kinds are out in obedience to the order 
given by the ‘seneral Executive Hoard, 
The strike, it is claimed by the workers, 
was caused by eighty contractore locking 
out nearly 1,000 workmen, and also by the 
failure of the contractors to live up to 
the agreement made with the brotherhood 
last fall when a general strike against the 
task aystem was brought toa successful 
end by the unious, Of the 16,000 men and 
women on strike 8,000 are in this city, 
6,000 in Brookiyn and Browneville, 1,200 
in Newark, and 900 Lithuanian tatlors in 
this city and East New York. A Settle- 
ment Committee is in session continually, 
prepared to settle with any contractors 
who desire to sign the agreements. Mr. 
Schoenfeid said that tailors’ strikes would 
also take place in Chicago, Baltimore, and 
Boston, and’ would be conducted on the 
same lines as the one in progress here. 

There was rioting attended with blood- 
shed on Monday in the Hebrew colony on 
Sigel street, Brooklyn, E.D., caused by 
some of the etriking tailors attempting to 
prevent non-union men from working. The 
tiret trouble was at the shop at No 54 Sigel 
street, kept by the firm of Kaufman and 
Cohen. One hundred and seventy-three 
tailors went outearly this morning, and 
when a few non-union men applied for 
work they were pushed away. Some of 
the non-union men were beaten when they 
insisted on trying to enter the shop, and as 
they ran away,one or twoofthem bleeding, 
an alarming report spread that many per- 
eons werekilled. The police reserves of the 
Sixth precinct charged the strikers. Some 
of the strikers were hurt in the sharp 
ekirmish, but weretaken away by other 
strikers.

In reality there are at icast 
twenty different preparations which de 
mand little time, little trouble and iittle 
expense in their concoction. 

There is no prettier hospitality than ‘to 
always have cool glassfuls of some daint:|y 
flavored liquid, to be replenished from « 
great pitcher near by, and a piatefui of 
some dainty eweet cake. The housewiie 


should look far enough ahead to see that 
the icebox’ is well filled. Fresh and juicy 
oranges and lemons should be somewiers 
within the cupboards, Nor will a bottie 
of fruit syrup, of any flavor preferred, be 
tound out of the way. Bottlea of soda and 
ginger ale should always be among the 
necessary supplies, and at least two or 
three of each should be upon the ice long 
before nightfall, And there should be 
the cake in the box. 

Lemonade, perhaps, is the most felicitous 
thing to begin on. Lemonade is generally 
either too sweet or too weak. 

A two-quart pitcher full will satisfy mx 
to eight very thiraty persone. [For this 
quantity five lemone, three-quarters of a 
pound of sugar, and a quart of water are 
needed. The sugar should be gronulated. 
Squeeze the lemons into a bowl by means 
of a equeezor ; add the sugar, and stir the 
mixture. Then add the water. The mix- 
ture should then be strained over the 
cracked ice in the pitcher. To cool 
properly,. the pitcher should have been 
about a third tilied with this cracked ice, 
andthe wise will let thecompieted beverage 
stand a good fifteen minutes. 

**Horee’s neck” is not an attractive 
name and from @ point of art the beverage 
not pretty, but it is extraordinarily palat- 
able. Use tail, thin glasses inatead of a 
pitcher. ‘**Horse’s neck’ consiste of lemon 
peel and ginger ale, theory being that the 
ginger ale drawe out the bitterness in the 
lemon peel. A lemon is carefully peeied 
so that it comes off in one continuous spiral, 
and the peel is then wound up and down 
the inner sides of the empty glass, from 
tep to bottom. The giass is then filled 
with cracked 1ce, the ginger ale poured in 
and allowed tostand for several minutes. 
Straws should invariably be used in serving 
this drink. 

Ginger ale alone isexceeding!y paiatab!:, 
but keep the bottles on the ice several 
hours. The glasses shouid be halt tilled 
with cracked ice. 

Orangeade is made with three lemous 
and two oranges (thie being the Ayle tora 
two-quart pitcher full), every particle of 
the oranges being used, rind andall. In 
fact, the rind ie avery important factor in 
orangeade’s euccess. Sugar to suit the 
taste and drop in a few whole cloves.

So much for a sample of Turkish prisons. 
Now take a glance at the laws and govern- 
mental machinery of the empire. Then 
you will know why the prison systems of 
the Empire is such a crying blot op human 
progress. 

REASONS FOR ALL THIS. 

The (Government of Turkey is,asall know, 
a despotism tempered by certain religious 
and social checks, which for nearly a cen- 
tury have in practice reduced the power of 
the sovereign to that of a quasi-constitu- 
tional monarch. So far, therefore, as the 
caprice of the sovereign is concerned, it 
may be said that both life and property are 
now fairly safe in Turkey. 

Asiatic Turkey is now divided into 
eighteen vilagete, or firet-class provinces, 
and form separate districts forming mutes- 
aariflitts, or special governments. The 
former are those of Krousa, Aidin (Smyrna), 
Konia, Adana, Angora, Consta:mouni, Sivas, 
Trobizond, Erzeroum, Van, Diarbettin, 
Aleppo, Syria, Bagdad, Bassaro, Yemen, 
the Hedjan and tine Isles on Aegeau Archi- 

lago. The minor Governments are 

ebanon, Jerussiem, Djanik and Divrilli, 
Scutari and the Pregias Islands, and all the 
Asiastic shore of tke Bosphorus form a 
sankek (the sixth) x special vilaget of 


Constantinople, into @ich the capital and 
ite suburbs were form@@in 1869. 

Each vilaget has a special prison, so 
that there are really 18 main 
Turkey, one foreach vilaget. Each isa 
hell hole such as Forbes described. 

The vilagets vary ingeographical extent, 
and, according to their size, are divided 
into from three to five sanjaks, which are 
subdivided again into kazas, or districts, 
and these again into nahies or communes, 
composed of small groups or villages. 


EACH HAS A GOVERNOR, 
The vilayet, which usually bears the 


name of its chief town, is administered by 
a vali or Governor General, in rank a 


mushir, which is the higheat class ofa 
Pasha. The sanjaks are governed by 
caimacams, or second-class Pashas—both 


appointed by the Porte—and the kazas by 
Mudirs, or Directors, ostensibly elected by 
the inhabitante, but io reality named by 
the Vali ; and the communes by Mouktsrs 
or Mayors, aleo supposed to be elected for 
a year, but, as a rule, similarly imposed cn 
their constituents by the Mudir. 

Besides these grades of executive chiefe, 
each province is further weighted witha 
very numerous staff of administration aida. 
The Vali usually brings his appointment 
from some palace favorite. All the other 
officiale, too, are equally culpable, and the 
result is the most debasing of all possible 
Governmente. 

These officials in the administration of 
justice are simply barbarous. Although in 
many of its incidents and relations Turkish 
society ie less amenable to law than in 
more civilized communities, it is still 
sufficiently so asto have in the Multequa 
and other Ottoman codes, if at ail honestly 
administered, ample guarantees for sub- 
etantial justice and adequate protection 
against most of the existing abuses, 

But dispensed astaw now is even among 

}Mueeulman, the law ie merely another 
engine of oppression at the service of the 
rich man who can pay for it, against the 
poor one who cannot. The Christian, or 
man of other faith than that of Monam- 
red, absolutely has no rights at all in law 
Courts or anywhere else in Turaey. 

Under these circumstances is it any 
wonder that Turkish jaile and prisons 
are @ blot. upon modern civilization? Law- 
leesnese, rapine, murder and torture make 
up in a word or two the present system of 
the great Turkish Empire.

supply of nitrogen from the free nitrogen 
of the air? Air is composed of about 
eighty parte of nitrogen to twenty parts 
of oxygen. If thie nitrogen be valued at 
the price of commercial nitrogen as sold 
in artificial manures the air ir and above 
each acre of land would be worth about 
$90,000. There is plenty of it about if it 
could be used. Scientific men said this 
was impossible, The nitrogen of the air 
was not ip a condition to be used as plant 
food. Lawes and Gilbert, of Rothamsted, 
England, worked at the problem for nearly 


haifacentury. They found more nitrogen 
in the soil after a clover crop had removed 
150 pounds per acrethan there was be- 
fore the clover wassown. About enough 
surplun to supply a good wheat crop 
which needs one and one-half pounds 
per bushel, A German sc‘entist, Heilrigel, 
after years of atudy showed that the clover 
did get ite ni dg Sok the free nitrogen of 
the air. All the Leguminose or pulse family 
have this valuable property. This family 
is a largeone, and besides all the clovers, 
includes peas, beans, retci.es, and a few 
shrubs and treex. The locust tree belongs 
to this order. On the rootlets of these 
plants are found small nodules, or wart like 
growths varying in size, but none of them 
larger than a small seed. These contain 
albumen and bacteria,and it is said the bac- 
teria found in the nodules of clover are not 
the same as are found on peas or beans, By 
some tneans not yet fully explained these 
bacteria are able to use the free nitrogen of 
the air and manufacture from 1t some com- 
pound of nitrogen fit for piant food. The 
clover plant in this way secures enough 
nitrogen for its own use and leaves a sur- 
plus tor the uee of succeeding crops of grain 
or grass. There ia much still to learn as 
to how the work is done. Some think that 
if the soil be rich in available nitrogen the 
clover will use a considerable quantity of 
it before the nodules form on the rootlets, 
This is over and above what is needed to 
give the plant a good start and a vigorous 
young growth.
